Daniels ;i^ked for an amendment to the 
naval bill permitting the sale and pro- 
viding that the money be used in the 
construction of one dreadnought in ad- 
dition to the dreadnoughts alreadj^ pro- 
vide<l in the bill as it passed the house.

When Wabaah eastbound freight train 
No. 82 crashed into the work train one- 
half of a mile west of Delphi Wednesday 
afternoon. Bridge Foreman E. B. Dills 
was killed and Jacob Windell, of Fort 
Wayne, was .so "badly injured that be 
died at 8 o'clock Thursday morning. 


Just before this accident happened, 
Stephen Hall, the crossing .watchman at 
that point, was struck by the work trin 
as it was backing into a siding to give 
the right-of-way to westbound passen- 
ger train No. 1, and was so badly injured 
that he died at 
4 o'clock 
Thursday 
morning. 


The accident is said to have been due 
to failure of the train crew to properly 
flag the through freight. The work train 
and crew had just completed the instal- 
lation of two girders in the bridge at 
that point, was struck by the work train 
hers and material used in the work, pre- 
paratory to going elsewhere. 
Foreman 
Dills and Jacob Windell were on the der- 
rick, the latter to direct the movements 
of the derrick in picking- up the timbers, 
when the collision occurred. 


The blow was terrific and sent the 
derrick and cars and the car next to it 
down the tracks fully a quarter of 9 
mile, Dills and Windell falling off in the 
wreckage as the 
cars 
moved rapidly 
along. 
The point of collision was 150 
feet west of the west end of the brt^ige 
and the engine and thirteen of the cars 
in the freight train left the rails and 
plunged down an embankment. 
The 
engineer and fireman saw the work train 
in time to jump and were only slightly 
hurt. 


"Watchman Hall did not notice move- 
ments of the work train. He knew the 
passenger and the freight were to pass 
at that point and stepped out on the 
tracks to get a view around the curve to 
see if the passenger train was in sight, 
and while looking eastward, the work 
train backed over him from the opposite 
direction. 
The tracks were compltely 
blocked several hours.

Boston Patrons Stand Firm 
and Win a Queer 
Contention 


IN FRANCHISE FIGHT 


Boston, May 28.—Thanks to a 
figlit 
made before the legislative committee on 
mercantile affairs by Councillor James A. 
(Jerry) Watson, telephone users will in 
future be able to take their phones to 
bed with them if they want to without 
extra charge. 


Councillor Watson's demand upon the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph 
company was for the.right to use unlim- 
ited extra cord, so that a telephone might 
be moved anywhere about 
the 
house 
without the usual charge for an "exten- 
sion set." He was upheld in his demand 
by Chief 
William H. O'Brien, of the 
telephone bureau of the public service 
commission, who entered the public em- 
ploy directly from that of the company. 


After first offering various objections, 
the telephone company officials not only 
acceded to the demand of the "free ex- 
tensionists," but went them one better. 
Mr. Wat,son had made a personal plea for 
thirty feet of extra cord in his o"wn home, 
and had offered to pay for the cord. The 
company ended by agreeing to furnish 
cord free to/any telephone user, so that 
the telephone may be carried about the 
house anywhere. 


As a result it will be possible in the 
future for the housewife to have her 
telephone at her elbow, whether she is in 
her kitchen, laundry, parlor or boudoir, 
while the father of the family will be 
able to answer calls in the cold gray 
morning without having to gef 'oiit of his 
warm bed and risk stepping on a tack. 


As a result of this beneficia.l conclu- 
sion of the hearing Councillor Watson 
was being congratulated and Mr. O'Brien 
and the telephone company thanked. 


The company men first raised the ob- 
jection that a cord dragging about the 
house would be a nuisance, but Mr. Wat- 
son answered that little hooks could be 
placed about the walls to ke^ep it out 
"of the way. He asked the officials to 
demonstrate that his scheme was "ihi- 
possible and impracticable," 
as 
they 
claimed. 


"On my own accoimt I am glad," de- 
clared Mr. Watson, "and there will be 
hundreds and perhaps 
thousands who 
will benefit. Yes, and I am not so sure 
but that the compa>ny will sell the use 
of thoTisands of dollars'' worth of addi- 
tional telephones each year because of it. 
Aftej- they thought it over they were 
willing enough." 


Chief O'Brien said: "T recommended it 
because times change and telephone serv- 
ice should adA'ance, and telephones must 
advance, also service. 
The old-fashioned 
five feet of cord was all right when tele- 
phones were used less frequently. If a 
man wants to talk from this or that 
room or from his bed in the attic—^why 
not? 
The company went him one better 
and said they would furnish it free to 
him and all who should apply. 
T per- 
sonally think it may be a good business 
move for the company, and it certainly 
will be a convenience to many."

Rev. Master Talks, 


In discussing the milk depot work Rev. 
Master said : 


"The whole idea 
is to 
furnish 
the 
depot for mothers who feel that they 
are unable alone to give their 
babies 
the proper food they should have dur- 
ing the warin months. 
The milk will 
be of the purest. 
All the bottles will 
be sterilized. 
We hav^ already ordered 
a laxge refrigerator and 
many 
other 
utensils for the proper e y e of the food. 
The physician in charge—and each will 
have a week continuous duty an hour a 
day—will examine, weigh and give the 
prescription for the food for the babies. 
The trained nurse will then moderate 
the milk according to the doctor's orders. 
Each mother will be given milk to last 
the baby for twenty-four hours. 


"In order not to make the depot look 
entrely like a charitable institution a 
nominal Bum ' of 
five 
cents 
will 
be 
chained providing the mother is able 
to pay it. 
If not she is perfectly wel- 
come to the milk and the instructions 
for the baby. 
The 
five cents 
would 
amount to about one-fourth of the cost. 
It is not the money we need, -for wo 
have been guaranteed plenty 
of 
that. 
What we must have to make the move- 
ment' a success is the support of the 
mothers. 
If they only knew how many 
times 
they 
should 
save 
themselves 
trouble 
and 
worry—and 
possibly 
in 
many cases save the lives of their little 
ones—^by their co-operation they would 
bring their babies ^even before there is 
any sign of sickness. 
We will start the 
flepot Monday and will continue it until 
the last day of September. 


"The move is by no means new in 
this country, and is not a step we are 
taking without knowing what we are 
doing. 
All the leading eastern cities of 
the country have taken up the move- 
ment and have a number of milk depots 
in various parts of the cities. 
The phy- 
eicians through the east say that every 
city of over 50.000 inhabitants should 
have at least one milk depot, and that 
they believe the time will soon come 
when the depots will be tmder municipal 
eontrol."

In Fifteen Years the Price of 
Freight 
Cars Has Doubled. 


The cost of handling freight has dou- 
bled in the past 
fifteen 
years, according 
to 
figures 
taken from the books of the 
Lehigh Valley railroad. 
I t has been a 
tight squeeze for the railroads to make 
both ends meet in the face of costs ris- 
ing at t h a t rate, but it has been done 
somehow with larger cars, longer trains 
and careful railroading methods. 
There 
has been no other waj' to meet it, as 
freight rates are lower today than they 
were fifteen years ago. 


A fair example 
of increased cost 
is 
the price of freight cars. 
Fifteen years 
ago a freight car, on an average, 
cost 
$419.06. 
Now it costs $979.49, conbider- 
ably more than double. 
To use railroad 
pliraseology and get at the unit compar- 
ison, hauling freight per "car mile" cost 
$.0046 fifteen years ago and now ,it costs 
$.0088. 


Freight 
locomotives 
cost 
$25,000 
to- 
day. 
Fifteen years ago they cost $15,- 
000. 
And the cost of repairs and re- 
newals has increased from four to ten 
cents per mile. 
Over the same period 
wages have increased 25 per cent. 


All there is to offset this great 
in- 
crease is careful management. 
The new 
freight cars hold one-fourth to one-third 
more than the old ones and the average 
tractive power of freight engines has in- 
creased one-third. 
Careful routing 
and 
a close check on all train movements has 
been necessary. 
There is no system of 
business management t h a t can offset an 
increase of over 50 per cent, in costs, but 
the railroads are asking t h e 
interstate 
commerce commission for an increjise of 
only five per cent, in freight rates.

"This merely means the 
recc^ition 
of women's economic functions in the 
home," said Professor Charles A. Beard, 
of Columbia University, whose wife is 
active in suffrage work. 


"As men become more educated they 
recognize the justice and desirability of 
making their wives as economically in- 
dependent as possible," said Professor 
Beard. 
"A wife should have sufficient 
income 
from her husband for her per- 
sonal needs

expenses, 
that it would necessitate her constantly 
begging him for 
money

brought to this country by Robert do 
Rustafjaeli Bey, Fellow 
of

Royal 
Geographical 
Society 
nnd 
whicli 
will 
be placed on public exhibition iiL.ihe Eh- 
rich Galleries, No. 707 Fifth avenue is 
a painting on canvas more than 
3,o0n 
years old, 
which 
antedates by more 
than millennium the earliest example of 
painting on canvas hitherto known. 


In 
the collection are also 
limestone 
water 
vessels 
and 
a lamp 
which 
are 
from 50,000 to 100,000 years old, dating 
back 
to 
the 
Mesolithio, 
or 
Middle 
Stone, Age period of Egypt-. 


Mr^ de Rustafjaeli, whose title of bey 
was given to him by the Egyptian gov- 
erment because of his exploitations, bus 
spent the last ten years in excavating 
and collecting in both Upper and Lower 
Egypt, and the result of his labors are 
the 
collection 
which 
he 
has 
brought 
to America for dispersal. 
The collection 
is said to be the most remarkable ever 
assembled by an individual, 
and con- 
tains many obiects of the greatest rar- 
ity, many of them throwing new light 
on the vei-y beginnings of 
civilization. 
The anthropological objects afford evi- 
dence that human handiwork was car- 
ried on in Egypt back probably to the 
Plicene period, an age that has not heie- 
tofore yielded 
any 
evidence of 
man's 
existence anywhere. 
He believes 
that 
his 
discoveries 
show 
t h a t 
tho 
Tipper 
Nile valley was the cradle of 
civiliza- 
tion, if not of humanity 
itself. 


Among his discoveries are a set of 
tools of the Neolithic period, which he 
found on an undisturbed 
flint 
fa-ctory 
site;

covering practically 
all 
the dynasties, several rolls of 
papyrus 
in the 
domestic and Greek 
laiiguagea 
of 
the 
Ptolemaic 
period, 
tunics 
and 
shirts, the earliest about three thousand 
years old, and others of the Ptolem;Hc, 
Roman, 
Byzantine, 
Coptic and 
Arabic 
periods, and sculptured figures of men, 
half 
the natural size, in clay, of 
the 
pre-dynastic 
period, more than 
seven 
thousand 
years 
old. 
The 
painting 
3,500 years old represents the worship 
of the goddess in the form of a cow 
and belongs to the eighteenth dynasty 
of the Middle Kingdom.

Mr. de Rustafjaeli has

work independently 
and

support of any scientific body or tho aid

exploration 
funds. 
His 
discoveries 
of Coptic manuscripts in the

they 
have had several meetings relative to the 
matters referred to. That they have care- 
fully considered the rights of the trac- 
tion company and the city under the or- 
dinances 
of the city and the 
contracts 
under which the company is operated, and 
find the following facts and conditions to 
ex'i.st: 


1. 
We find that the company is refusing 
to give to its patrons transfers unless the 
same are demanded 
by the patrons 
at 
the time they pay their fai-e upon entering 
the car. We have found several instances 
where the refusal so to do was not justi- 
fied under any circumstances. 
We have 
found where persons entering a car, with- 
o'ut thinking to procure a transfer, have 
in a short time thereafter requested the 
same and have been refused, and in many 
Instances found where the conductors so 
refusing to give the transfer upon such 
demand were insolent and insulting to the 
pati-ons. 


The contract of 1902 between the Fort 
Wayne Traction company, tlie remote as- 
signor of the Fort "^'ayne aiid 
Northern 
Indiana Traction company, provided that 
the company should issue transfers en- 
titling the holder to a continuous trip to 
an.N'one paving farp. 
either by ticket or 
in cash. 
Tlie contract does not give the 
company the right to limit it.s d'uty under 
this provision to the time of entry in the 
car by the patrons. 
The contract 
does 
not limit the company's duty to the giv- 
ing of a transfer at tlie time of payment 
of fare, but requires the company to give 
a transfer to anyone who pays the fare, 
without regard to the time nf demand. 


We recotrnmend. therefore, tl-.at the com- 
pany be requested to revoke tliis rule. 


2. 
We find that the company requires 
the holder Qf a transfer to tal<e the 
first 
car from the transfer point, witlioiit re- 
gard to the seating facilities of the car, 
and find tliat in many cases the holders 
of such 
transfers, 
who were unable 
to 
procure a seal in the first car leaving the 
transfer point have been denied passage 
on subsequent cars. 


We find that the company has no right 
to limit its contractual duty by adopting 
a rule that it will give 
s u c h 
transfers, 
good onl\- upon the first car leaving tlie 
transfer point. 
If this coinpany 
wishes 
to maintain 
this 
rule 
it 
mnst 
provide 
proper seating capa.cit>' foi- tlie handling 
of its transfer patrons. 
Other^vise 
the 
patrons is entitled to a tra.nsfpr good on 
the 
first 
car leaving 
the transfer 
point 
on which tliere i.s sufficient seating 
ca- 
pacity. 
We are advised by the legal de- 
partment that this 
of limiting trans- 
fers to the first car leaving tlie transfer 
point has been held uni'oasonable by the 
highest courts of 
several 
states. 
We 
therefore lecommend that the i-ompany be 
requested 
to e'tlier 
]-e\-oke this rule or 
provide better serviré for the handling of 
its transfer patrons, as we find that sel- 
dom. 
if evei", between 
the 
hours 
of 
5 I 
o'clock p. m. and 
leavine the 
tran 
over-crowded. 
We 
find 
that 
between 
said hours it is difficult to procure even 
standing room in many of the cars.

It 
is 
universalU' 
known 
that 
the 
company- has wholl>- failed to compb' with 
the reqiiirpinents of the ordinance which 
providr-fj for the i n s t H a t ion of airbrakes 
on street cars or the ordinance which pro- 
vides 
for the 
supplying 
of -'jacks" 
on 
street 
cars. 


Each of these ordinances have been in 
force for se^•eral >-ears and we find no 
attempt ma.de to comply 
them. 
We 


are informed that with regard to the air- 
brake ordinance the company, at the time 
of the passage of the ordinance, gave as 
their reiison for postponing the enforce- 
ment of that ordinance the fact that air- 
brakes 
could 
not 
be successfully 
used 
upon {¿ngle true]-; cars. 


Later the company purchased the new 
"pay as you enter" cars, upon which are 
installed airbrakes, but it is a verv small 
number of cars that contain 
airbrakes. 
These cars containing airbrakes are single 
truck cars and wo therefore Tind tliat air- 
brakes can be successfully 
used 
upon 
single truck cars. 
Apparently the 
com- 
pany docs not intend to comply with the 
requirements 
of 
these 
ordinances. 
We 
have been informed by the legal depart- 
ment that lioth of these ordinances are 
^•alid, as the proper and reasonable exer- 
cise of the "police power" of the 
state, 
and are enforceable, subject to the lim- 
itation, however, that if tlie traction com- 
pany desires to have a ruling from the 
puMic utilil.v commission .as to the reason- 
ableness of each of tnese ordinancess, it 
may do so. 


We theirefore recommend the enforce- 
ment of these ordinances, which can be 
enforced either b>- prosecution of the com- 
pany as for the violation of an ordinance 
or by a suit in the county court to man- 
date compliance with the ordinances. 


4. 
"^Ve find that the present sched'ule on 
which cars are run. at least during the 
rush hours, is insufficient to handle the 
increased 
demands 
for 
service 
during 
these hours. 
We find that schedules on 
certain lines are increased so that 
cars 
are being run on some of the lines at 
greíLtrr intervals of time than previously, 
some of the lines having been 
changed 
from a ten to a twelve-minute schedule. 
We find, however, that during the rush 
hours on some of the lines the company 
m.aintains an eight-minute schedule. 


We believe that the'ptiblic service com- 
mission of the state of Indiana probablj' 
has power and authority to prescribe a 
leaeonable schedule that will handle, with 
profit to the company and convenience to 
the patrons the increased demand for bet- 
ter schedule. 
The stat'ute of 1913 provides 
that if the service is insufficient or inade- 
qu.ate a petition 
can be 
filed 
with 
the 
commission asking for an oiYler requiring 
adequate and sufficient service. 
We be- 
lieve, and are informed by the legal de- 
partment that the city, on behalf of its 
citizens, has the right to file such a pe- 
tition. 
Whether or not this power on the 
part of the commission applies . to com- 
panies operating under contracts 
which 
were executed prior to the enactment of 
the law and which provide definite sched- 
ules, presents a o.uestion that 
probably 
should be 
decided by 
the 
commission 
Itself. 


We would therefore recommend that the 
commission be requested to grive the city 
its construction of this statute on 
this 
subject. 


5. 
We find that there is considerable 
dissatisfaction on the part of citizens, due 
to the fact that the company does not 
place upon the rear of its cars a sign 
showing the destination of the 
car. 


We would recommend that the company 
be requested so to do, but if it should re- 
fuse, then what we have reported as to 
procuring a better schedule applies with 
equal force to this complaint. 


6. 
We find that the new "pay as you 
enter" cars are equipped with doors which 
can only be unfastened and opened by a 
person acquainted 
with the lever which 
controls the same. 


We believe that this Is in violation of 
the statutes of the 
state 
of 
Indiana, 
which make it a misdemeanor for any 
person or company to lock or fasten or 
permit to be loclied or fastened the door 
Or doors of any ,car so that the same can- 
not be easily opened by passengers. 


We wohild recommend that the company 
be requested to so arrange the doors on 
these cars that they may be opened 
out- 
ward and in s'uch manner tha.t they may 
be opened by the passengers themselves. 
•Should the companuy so reftise, the ques- 
tion of whether or not these cars are in 
violation of the statute can be tested out, 
if necessary, by a prosecution against the 
comp.any for the violation of the statute 
by the state prosecutor.

her kitchen, laundry, parlor or boudoir, 
while the fnther of the family will be 
able to answer calls in the cold gray 
morning without having to get out of his 
warm bed'and risk stepping on a tack. 


As a result of this beneficial conclu- 


sion of the hearing Touncillor Watson 
was being congratulated and Mr, O'Brien 
and the telephone company thanked. 


The, company men first, raised the ob- 


jection that a cord dragging about the

1 a nuisance, but Mr. Wat- 


son answered that little hooks could be 
placed about the walls to keep it out 
of the way.

Medical Society Co-operates 


With Presbyterian

fO SAVE THE BABIES 


Assured of tha co-operation of the 


Fort Wayne Medical society, the elders 
of the First Presbyterian church, in ses- 
sion Wednesday night, decided to open a 
milk depot at the church next Monday 
morning and carrying out the ideas of 
the pastor, Rev. Henry B. Master, the 
dispensary will be operated during the 
entire Bummer in an effort to reduce the 
infantile mortality of Fort Wayne. 


All arrangements for the milk depot 


have been completed and all that is 
needed when the station is open will be 
the co-operation of mothers. Each day 
from 10:30 till 11:30 o'clock the church 
will be open for the examination and 
care of infants. A physician and trained 
nurse will be present to examine babies 
and prescribe the correct food.

ices of a nurse for the stated hour each 
flay and the staff of examining phy- 
licians is announced as follows:

Rev. Master Talks. 


In discussing the milk depot work Rev. 


Master 'said: 


"The whole idea is to furnish the 


depot for mothers who feel that they 
are unable alone to give their babies 
the proper food they should have dur- 
ing the warm month*. The milk will 
be of the purest. All the bottles will 
be sterilized. We have already ordered 
a large refrigerator 'and many 
other 


utensils for the proper care of the food. 
The physician in charge—and each will 
have a week continuous duty an hour a 
day—will examine, weigh and give the 
prescription for the food for the babies. 
The trained nurse will then moderate 
the milk according to the doctor's orders. 
Each mother will bn given milk to last 
the baby for twenty-four hours. 


"In order not to make the depot look 


entrely like a charitable institution a 
nominal Bum of five cents 
will 
bo 


charged providing the mother is M? 
to pay it. If not she is perfectly wel- 
come to the milk and the instructions 
for the baby. The five cents 
would 


amount to about one-fourth of the cost. 
Tt is not the money we need, for wo 
have been guaranteed plenty of tfcat. 
What we must have to make the move- 
ment a success Is the support of the 
mothers. If th«y only knew how many

trouble and 
worry—and 
possibly in 


many eases save the lives of ttwir little 
rnies-rty their co-operation they would 
bring their babies even before there is 
any sign of sickness. We will start thn 
flepot Monday and will continue It until 
Iho Inst day of September. 


"The move is by no means new in 


this country, and is not a stnp we are 
talcing without knowing what we are 
doing. All the leading eastern cities of 
the country have taken up the move- 
ment and have a number of milk depots 
in various parts of the cities. The phy- 
sicians through the cast sn.y that every 
city of over S0,000 inhabitants should 
have at least one milk depot, and that 
they believe the time will soon come 
when the depots will be under municipal 
tontrol."

frage husbands not only agreed with the 
extraordinary plan advocated by Mrs. 
Pichon Laudry, of France, and other del- 
egates before the international congress 
of women in Rome, that men should pay 
their wives a salary, but both men and 
women suffragist^ declared that this 
plan was already in practical operation 
here. 


"This merely means the recognition 


of women's economic functions in the 
home," said Professor Charles A. Beard, 
of Columbia University, whoso wife- is 
active in suffrage work. 


"As men become more educated they 


recognize the justice and desirability of 
making their wives as economically in- 
dependent as possible," said Professor 
Beard. 
"A wife should havn sufficieat 


income from her husband for her per- 
sonal needs and household 
expenses, 


that it would necessitate her constantly 
begging M™ for 
monsy to run the 


home." 


"My wife has her 
income. If she 


needs more she gets it," said 
Mr. 


Frederick Nathan, husband of the well- 
known suffragist and philanthropist. 


"Of course I have an income and my 


own bank book," said Mrs. James Lees 
Laidlaw, suffrage leader and wife of the 
the banker. "Suffragists 
want 
then- 


wives to be as economically independent 
as circumstnaces will permit. All the 
suffrage husbands I know provide their 
wives with a stated income so they do 
not have to ask for expense money from 
day to -day. In. many cases I have 
known of husbands who made tneir 
wives co-partners in their business and 
members of the board of directors of 
large concerns. This is what suffrage 
means, said Mrs. Harry Kraft, treas- 
urer of the Widowed Mother's Fund. 
"Many husbands would save money if 
they did, for the -wife can spend it to 
better advantage than h« can."

IT COMES FROM EGYPT 


New York, May _'.—Among a collcc- 
ion of Egyptian antiquities recently 
brought to this country by Robert de 
Rustafjaeli Bey. Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society nnd which 
will 


bo placed on public exhibition in the Eh- 
rich Galleries, No. 707 Fifth avenue .'a 
a painting on canvas more than .1,i>00 
years old, 
which 
antedates by more 


than millennium the earliest example of 
painting on canvas hitherto known. 


In tho collection arc also limestone 


water vessels and a lamp which lire 
from 50,nOO to 100.0(10 years old, dating 
back to tho Mcsolithio. 
or 
Middle 


Stone, Age period of Kgypt. 


Mr. de Rustafjaeli, whose title of bey 


was given to him by tho Egyptian gov- 
erment because of his exploital ions, has 
spent the last ten years in excavating 
and collecting in both Upper and Lower 
Egypt, and tho result of his labors nrc 
tho collection which ho lias brought 
to America for dispersal. The collection 
is said to be the most remarkable ever 
assembled by nn individual, 
and con- 


tains many objects of the greatest rar- 
ity, many of them throwing ne^C- light 
on tho very beginnings of civilization. 
The anthropological objects afford evi- 
dence that human handiwork was car- 
ried on in Egypt back probably to the 
Pliccno period, an age that has not heie- 
tofore yielded nny evidence of man's 
existence anywhere, 
ITc believes that 


his discoveries show that tho Upper 
Niln valley wafl thn cradle of civiliza- 
tion, if not of humanity itself. 


Among his discoveries are a set of 


tools of the Neolithic period, which he 
found on an undisturbed flint fac.tory 
aite; snfy-ahs covering practically all 
tho dynasties, several rolls of pnpyrus 
in the domestic and Greek languages 
of tho Ptolemaic period, 
tunics and 


shirts, the earliest about three thousand 
years old, and others of the Ptolemaic, 
[loraan, Byzantine, Coptic and Arabic 
jeriods, nnd sculptured figures of .men, 
lalf tho natural si/.e, in clay, of the 
pre-dynastio 
period, more than seven 


thousand years old. 
The 
painting 


3,500 years old represents the worship 
of the goddess In the form of a cow 
and belongs to tho eighteenth dynasty 
of the Middle Kingdom. 


Mr. de Rustafjaeli 
has pursued his 


work independently 
and without the 


support of any scientific body or tho nid 
of exploration funds. 
HJs discoveries 


of Coptic manuscripts in the Thcbaid 
have recently been widely discussed bv 
European scholars. 
He 'will return to 


Egypt for further exploration.
